RESOLUTION 

No. A-33011/1/94-GPD-I.—The growing population and 
increasing urbanisation coupled witn Industrial activities have 
resulted in over exploitation of our water resources ulti¬ 
mately reducing the assimilative and self purifying capacity 
of most of the water courses. 

2. The two major point sources of pollution of rivers 
are municipal waste water and industrial effluents. Accord¬ 
ing to a study conducted by the Central Pollution Control 
Board, the urban municipal bodies generate about 12,000 
million litres per day (mid) of waste water whereas the 
major industrial units put together produce about 2.100 mid 
of industrial effluents. While industry is required under the 
Water (Prevention and Control of Pollution) Act, 1974 and 
the Environmental Protection Act, 1986 to ensure that the 
composition of their effluent discharge satisfies the pi es¬ 
cribed standards; the responsibility of treating domestic 
sewage of cities and towns lies with the concerned munici¬ 
pal coporations and municipaPies and State Governments. 
Further, unhygenic uses of rivers by the populations living 
on river banks and run-oll from agricultural fields carrying 
pesticide loads constitute significant non-point sources of 
pollution of our rivers. 

3. A major initiatative to clean up the polluted stretches 
of important rivers of the country has been taken by the 
Government in the shape of the Na'ional River Conservation 
Plan (NRCP). This needs involvement of many organisa¬ 
tions like local bodies, industrial units, State /Central Agen¬ 
cies and the NGO's/VAs. An appropriate mechanism is, 
therefore, nescssary for coordinated action at various levels. 
The concerned State Governments will have to assume a 
major role in jointly devising the policies and programmes 
to depollute the rivers. 

4. The objective of the NRCP is to improve the water 
quality of the rivers through implementation of pollution 
abatement schemes and by enlisting people’s cooperation m 
abating the pollution of river waters caused by both point 
and non-point sources. 

5 To finalise the policy frame-work and oversee the imple¬ 
mentation of NRCP, the Government of Tndia do hereby 
set up a National River Conservation Authority (NRCA). 
The Authority will have the following composition ;

The NRCA will meet at least once every six months,

(ii) To examine and approve the priorities of the 
National River Conservation Pla n 

(iii) To mobilise necessary financial resources. 

(iv) To review the progress of implementation of appro¬ 
ved programmes and give necessary directions to 
the Steering Committee; and 

(v) To take all such measures as may be necessary to 
achieve the objectives.
